According to the first agreement 
With the city made by the San Fran- 
cisco-Nichmond Transportation come 
pany, the ferry service would have 
started before September 30. Owner- 
ship of the company has been taken, 
aver by the Southern Pacific and 
work. of installing a landing picr here 
is now under way and is being rushcd 
as rapidly as possible. 


Orders for three ferry boats were 
placed with the Bethlehem Steel 
Works and the first of these will be 
ready on or before January 15. Serv- 
ice between this city and San Fran- 
cisco will be started at that time. 


A communication Was read to the 
council jast night giving formal no- 
tification that the stock of the orfy- 
inal company had been purchased by 
the Southern Pacific. It was also 
stated that the application of the! 
Southern Pacific for a permit of pub- 
lic convenience: to operate such a} 
ferry would be’ heard by the railroad 
commission in San Francisco at 10} 
o’clock Thursday morning, Septem- 
ber 4. City Attorney D. J. Hall was 
instructed by the council to be pres- 
ent at that time. 


The Southern Pacific company now 
has a dredger at work in the Rfch- 
mond harbor preparing the slip which 
will be used by the ferries. Piles 
have been sunk at either side of the 
opening to the slip and construction | 
work is progressing rapidly. 

It was stated that the S. P. does 
not have a boat at the present time 
which it can take from another run 
to put into operation here without 
disrupting its Oakland service.

Two points seem to come closest to the average layman's, ' 
heart—the abstract study of an interesting phenomenon and the 
always present wonder whether our neighbor planet may or may 
not have intelligent inhabitants.” 

The personal element is, of course, of the greatest interest. 
Who would not be thrilled-to the core to learn that another speck of 
rock and soil whirling about in infinite space, carried on its sur- 
face the sentient beings who are, like mankind, capable of worship- 
ing a Supreme Being? Discovery that men, let us say, do live on 
Mars would start this world on a sustained effort to communicate 
with those planet-neighbors. 

The scientist engaged in the study of Mars does not care, ex” 
cept in his capacity as a man, whether Mars is inhabited or not. What 
he is interested in is the establishment of definite facts about Mars. 
If and when he learns that the little planet is capable of sustaining 
life, then he will begin to wonder how he can find out about those
